And  whereas  section  5 1  of  the  said  Act  empowers 
the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  to  recall  the 
Letters  Patent  of  any  improvement  district  and  to 
issue  in  their  place  other  Letters  Patent: 
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And  whereas  We  have  thought  fit  by  and  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  our  Executive  Council, 
under  and  by  virtue  of  the  powers  and  authorities 
contained  in  the  said  “  Water  Act,”  to  recall  the 
Letters  Patent  of  the  Kaleden  Irrigation  District 
and  to  issue  in  their  place  these  Letters  Patent: 

Now  know  ye  that  by  these  presents  We  do 
hereby  order  and  proclaim: — 

1.  The  incorporation  of  the  “Kaleden  Irrigation 
District  ”  is  continued. 

2.  The  territorial  limits  of  the  said  Kaleden 
Irrigation  District  shall  hereafter  comprise  the  tract 
of  land  in  Similkameen  (formerly  Osoyoos)  Divi¬ 
sion  of  Yale  Land  District  and  the  Kamloops  Land 
Registration  District,  more  particularly  described 
as  Lots  103  (S.),  104  (S.),  105  (S.),  106  (S.), 
194  (S.),  672  (S.);  Lots  188  to  192,  inclusive,  and 
Lots  207  to  210,  inclusive,  of  Lot  3757,  Plan  719; 
the  North-west  Quarter  of  Section  12;  the  West 
Half  of  Section  13;  the  East  Half  of  Section  14; 
the  East  Half  of  the  South-west  Quarter  of  Section 
14;  the  South  Half  of  Section  23;  and  the  South 
Half  of  Section  24,  all  the  aforementioned  being 
within  Township  88.

(b)  To  discuss  with  the  Trustees  any  matter 
relating  to  the  works  or  finances  of  the 
improvement  district: 

(c)  To  fix  the  remuneration  of  the  Trustees  for 
the  ensuing  year: 

(cl)  To  elect  a  Trustee  or  Trustees  to  succeed 
those  whose  term  of  office  expires  coinci¬ 
dent  with  the  holding  of  such  annual  general 
meeting,  and  to  elect  a  Trustee  or  Trustees 
to  fill  any  other  vacancy  or  vacancies  that 
has  or  have  occurred  or  is  or  are  about  to 
occur  among  the  Trustees: 

(e)  To  choose  the  auditor  for  the  ensuing  year. 

A  special  general  meeting  may  be  called  by  the 
Trustees  at  any  time  for  the  purpose  of  electing  a 
Trustee  or  Trustees  to  fill  any  vacancy  or  vacancies 
among  the  Trustees,  or  for  the  purpose  of  discuss¬ 
ing  with  the  owners  any  matter  or  matters  which 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Trustees  should  be  brought 
up  at  a  general  meeting. 

At  least  seven  days’  notice  of  every  general  meet¬ 
ing  shall  be  given  by  notices  posted  up  in  conspicu¬ 
ous  places  at  the  nearest  post  office  and  at  the 
building  where  the  meeting  is  to  be  held. 

The  secretary  shall  enter  in  a  book  provided  by 
the  Trustees  for  this  purpose  minutes  of  all  matters 
brought  before  the  meeting  and  the  action  taken 
thereon.  At  any  general  meeting  every  person 
shall  be  qualified  to  vote  who  is  a  Canadian  citizen 
and  is  twenty-one  years  old  or  older  and  is  an 
owner  of  land  in  the  improvement  district,  or  the 
authorized  agent  of  any  board  or  corporation  that 
is  an  owner  of  such  land  who  has  died,  become  in¬ 
solvent  or  insane,  and  is  entitled  to  be  registered 
as  a  voter  under  the  “  Provincial  Elections  Act.”

PRIVATE  BILLS 


Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  Relating  to 
Private  Bills 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  whatso¬ 
ever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice  clearly 
and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of 
the  application,  and  when  the  application  refers  to 
any  proposed  work,  indicating  sufficiently  the  loca¬ 
tion  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of 
the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The  British 
Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one  leading 
daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all  parts  of 
the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  newspaper  to 
appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  electoral 
districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be  published 


once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  newspaper  in  every 
electoral  district  affected,  or  if  there  be  no  news¬ 
paper  published  therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  electoral  district  nearest  thereto.

Bills  which  are  not  framed 
in  accordance  with  this  Standing  Order  shall  be 
recast  by  the  promoters  and  reprinted  at  their 
expense  before  any  Committee  passes  upon  the 
clauses.
